The two Houſes of Parliament were 
therefoze humble Suitoꝛs to Us to iſſue ont Our Proclamation, to command ail Jeſuits, and all 
Engliſh, Priſh and Scottilh P2teſts , and all ſuch other Pꝛieſts as have taken Oꝛders from the See 
of Rome, oy by Authoꝛity thereof {except ſuch foꝛreign Jeluites oꝛ Prieſts as by Contract of Marriage 
are to attend the perſons of either of the Queens, oꝛ by the Laws of Nations to attend foꝛreign Am- 
baſſadoꝛs) to depart this Kingdom by a day, under pain of having the penalties of the Laws inflicted 
upon them, And We having f:r:oufly conſidered and weighed the ſatd humble Repzeſentation and 
Petition of Our ſatd 2.02ds and Commons aſſembled in Barltament and the great affection and

mand all Jeſuites, and all Eugliſyh, Priſh, and Scotiſh Pꝛieſts, and all ſuch other Pꝛieſts as have 
taken Oꝛders from the See ok dome, or bythe Authozity , or pꝛetended Authoꝛity thereof, who are 


not under any reſtraint by Jinp2iſonment, That they do before the fourteenth day of May next depart 


out of this Our Kingdom of England and Dominion ot wales, upon pain of having the Penalties of 
Our ſaid Laws inflicted upon them. And for their better means to depart accordingly, We do hereby 
Declare: and Publiſh Our further Pleaſure, That ik at any time before the ſaid fourteenth day of 


May aert, they 02 any of them hail reſoꝛt to any Pozt-Zown of Our ſaid Kingdom of England oz Do⸗ 


minton of Wales, and there declare himſelfto the BagikrairoftheL own; other Officer at any 
Poꝛt, that he is a Pꝛieſt, and that he is there to take Dhivping for his paſſage, they ſhall ſuffer him oz 
them quietly todepart, and (hail ſee them chipt and ſent away foz fozreign Parts, and give them 
their furtherance for their departure. And to the end this Pur Pꝛoclamation may be the better 
oblerved and obeyed, We do hereby ſtrictly charge and command all Our Lieutenants, Deputp⸗ 
Lieutenants, Commſſioners, Juſtices of the Peace, Mapors, Sheriffs, Bayliffs,andall other Our 
Officers whatſoever, that they becircumſpectand vigilant each of them in their ſeveral charges from 
and after the ſaid fourteenth day of May, inſearching foꝛ and diſcovering all ſuch Jeluites and Pꝛieſts 
as aforeſaid.as ſhall pzeſume to remain in this Our Realin of En land oz Dominion of Wales, contrary 
to Pur Laws, and Pur Royal Pleaſure and Command herein declared. Pzovided always, and 
Our intention is (which We do hereby declare) That this Our Pzoclamation do not extend to 
Pꝛieſts that do oz ſhall from time to time attend upon the Perſons ok Our deareſt Conſort the 
Queen, oꝛ ot the Queen Pur Dear Mother, according to the Treaties of their ſeveral Marriages, 
the names of which Pꝛieſts ſhall be ſet down and ſignified by them under their Gzeat Seals reſpectives 
ly, andſuchſigniftcation inrolled in Our Couct of Kings-Bench, And becauſe there may be ſome 
Peſts impꝛiſoned within this Our Realm pet unknown to Us, We do Will and command all She- 
riffs, Bayliffs, and Keepers of Pꝛiſons, within twenty days after the publication ok this Our Pꝛo⸗ 
clamation, to advertiſe Our Pꝛiby Council, oꝛ ſome of them, of the names of all ſuch Pꝛieſts that are 
in their Cuſtody, andby whom, and koꝛ what cauſe they were committed, to the end that thereupon 
We map give oꝛder foꝛ their Tranſpoztation, as the Cale ſhall require. |
